The British Columbia Trade Budget 
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gives an account of a discussion at < 
meeting of the Vancouver board o° 
trade. The subject is considered, by 
the business mec of Vancouver to be 
one of the most important which has 
engaged their atteniion. = 

A letter from F. Fraser Tims, secre- 
tary of the Eimonton board of trade, 
on this subject caused the matter to 
be taken up. It appears that the total 
grain grown in Alberta the past season 
was 8,000,000 bushels, and of this the 
greatr part was raised in Northern 
Aiberta. the district between Edmon- 


ton and the main line of the C. P. R. 
The distance from Edmonton, the fur- 
thest point of the territory, is not 
more than 809 miles from this coast, 
and when it is considered that the dis- 
tance to reach the kead of summer 
navigation on the great lakes at Fort 
William is nearly twice 800 miies of a 
railway haul, there is a distinct ad- 
vantage proven at once in favor of 
this route. 

That is not, however, by any means, 
the only advantage. There remains 
a long yoyage on ths inland waters 
of Canada, and another railway haul 
of a thousand miles after the Ontario 
lake ports are reached from Fort Wil- 
liam, to carry *he grain to the Atlan- 
tic seaboard, to say nothiog of the 
transhipment from boat back to cars 
and then when the Atlantic is finally 
reached, again a transhipment from 
cars to the ocean vessel. 

Eut possibly the greatest advantage 
which can be urged in favor of the 
route proposed by way of Vancouver 
from the grain fields of Alberta is 
that there is no winter port business 
to bother about. Whenever the en~ 
terprising agriculturists of the prair- 
ies of the Great West are ready to 
ship grain there is always ready the 
ever-open port of 


port of the world. There Js always 
the six months’ closed season of navi- 
gation on the great lakes, when al) 
shipmen‘ of grain 
must be by all-rail, with a conse- 
guent falling off in the net price ob- 
tained for the grain. Then the sea- 
ports of Eastern Canada are not so 
favorably situated as those of the 
EB tish Columbia coast, for ihere the 
quest’on of a “winter port” is as live 
an is:ue as it is ia Eastern Sibert1a. 
That the people »f Northern Alber- 
ta ieel strongly on this question is 
well known to the writer, as in past 
years when on several occasions he 
has visited the district, the most 
prominent subject at that time was 
what to do with the ever-increasing 
surplus grain product. As short a 
time ago as five years, there was but 
a total of a million and a half bush- 
els of grain grown in Northern Al- 
berta and then the disposal of tha 
crop to advantage was a serious 
question. The long distance from the 
eastern market as compared with 
Manitoba or even with Assiniboia 
was felt to be a handicap in the in- 
dustry of growing grain for export as 
the farmers of Alberta could not com- 
pete. Now when in the short 
of a few years the grain produce? has 
increased to 8,000,000 bushels, there 
is no doubi the difficulty is much 
more keenly felt. And the capacity 
of production of grain thas not been 
touched yet. Great as the increase 
is there is not a hundreth part of 
the grain-growing area of the district 
even taken up, let alone cultivated. 
With a vast carrying trade in grain 
from this port established here and a 
movement of grain from Alberta west- 
ward with a return cargo of lumber, 
fruit, fish and other products of Brit- 
ish Columbia giving the cars a load 
both ways, not only would the CG. P. 
railway find it a profitable business 
but the consequent expansion of com- 
merce .would remove toa great degree 
the difficu’ty felt here of not having 
a large enough field in which to trade. 
There would be no limit to the capa- 
city of consumption on the part of 
the population of the Albertan terri- 
tory if the British Columbia ports 
could supply the means of taking 
away and finding a market for all 
the grain tbe Albertans could pro- 
duce. It would seeem as if one of the } 
great opportunities was at hand.

Horse Breeding for Profit. 
Every business seems to have 
times of prosperity, and its times o¢ 
adversity. For a2 number of years, 
Canadian horses met with a ready sale 
at good prices, and then all at once 
came a period during which even the 
best were scarcely sajeable, and in- 
ferior stock could hardly be given 
away. This state of thinks was due 
laregly to over production, the indis- 
criminate brediag of unsuitable ani- 
mals, and the substitution of electric 
for horse power on street cars. The 
result was that the majority of farm- 
ers gave up the breeding of horses, and 
many of those who continued in the 
business, became careless in regard to 
the sort of sires they used. The im- 
portation of high classed stallions al- 
most ceased, and the trade became 
generally demoralized. During the 
past two or three years, business has 
been gradually reviving. The scarcity 
of good horses, due to the cessation in 
breeding, caused a rise in prices, and 
the requirements of the army in South 
Africa increased the demand. While 
this increased demand has affected all 
classes of horses to a certain extent, 
there are some classes that are much 
more profitable than others for breed- 
ens to raise. The first question for the 
breeder to decide is what sort of horse 
will bring bim. in thg best returns. 
Success in the breeding of live stock 
must be measured by the actual value 
of the products, and the profits that 
may be derived therefrom. 

The draft horse is undoubtedly the 
most profitable sorc that the farmer 
can breed. Good heavy horses weigh- 
ing from 1500 upwards, and of good 
quality, are likely to meet with ready 

; Sale for some time ito come. By breed- 
ing a good mare to a heavy Clydesdale 
or Shire stallion, a farmer is reason- 
ably sure of securing a colt, that at 
five years old, will bring him not less 

| than $125.00. Bes4es this there is 
| leiss risk of a heavy colt getting blem- 


its 


| breeds, cannot be sold except at a 
sacrifice, whereas on a horse employed 
at slow work, such as teaming, a blem- 
ish is not such a disadvantage. More- 
over if the blemish is pronounced, the 
farmer will still have a good useful 
animal for his own farm work, and in 
the case of a mare, he can profitably 
use her for Qreeding, if the defect is 
not hereditary. The active, unstand- 
ing; Clydesdaje type, such as is found 
j in the Highlands of Scotland, is, in my 
| Opinion, the most suitable horse for 
the general farmer to raise. These 
horses are tractable. and easily broken, 
and while awaiting saje can be readily 


used for any sort of farm work, thus 
paying for their keep, which the fancy 
horses rarely do. 

Carriage and saddle horses of the 
best type will always seli for ‘good 
prices, both in the United States and 
Great Britain. We often hear of the 
high prices paid for a fine carriage 

| feam or a hunter, but of course the 
farmer does not get prices like these. 
They are only got after weeks and per- 
haps months of training and fitting in 
| the hands of dealers. Lhe farmer sel- 
dom ‘thas the ‘time and the necessary 
knowhedge of training and “fixing up,” 
| to produce the finished article. Still 
| the dealer, as a rule, pays the breeder 


a fair price, and so lonig as he does, it 
will pay to raise such horses,. The best 
carriage horses are sired by thorough- 
bred, Hackney, and occasionally by 
coach and standard-bred staliions. The 
| thoroughbred produces the best style 
| of carriage horses, when the wares 
have sufficient size, and good quality. 

Military horses have ately been very 
much in demand, but there is some 
doubt as to the permanency of this 
market, at prices which will prove pro- 
fitable to the producers. Formerly, 
there were only two classes of horses 
purchased by Great Britain for mili- 
tary purposes, v'z; Those for cavalry 
and those for artil'ery. Now, however, 
there is a third class for mounted in- 
fantry. This is the jightest Gass of 
the three, the animals ranging in 
heigh* from 14.1 hands to 15.1 hands. 
Cavalry borses must measure from 15.- 
1-12 hands to 15.3-1-2 hands, and 
artillery horses from 15,2 to 16 hands. 
Major Dent, who has purchased most 
of the Canadian horses for South Afri- 
ca, gives the following description of 
the nec@sary qualifications; “The 
stamp of herse required for artillery 
purposes is a blocky sort of horse, with 
as much breeding and bone as pos- 
sible. The cavaicy horse is of a lighter 
type, with good shoulders, loin and 
neck, The mounted infantry cobs are 
miniature horses. The best stamp I 
have come across is the French-Cana- 
dian, the only fault in their case being 
often a shortness of rein, (neck). The 
type of horses, for whatever branch of 
the service required, should be that of 
the English hunter, with short legs, 
short cannon bone, good shoulders, 
back rib and joins, and the more 
breeding combined with Strength the 
better. What I think are most need- 
ed to produce this type, are @ood thor- 
oughbred sires, not over 16 hands, 
compact horses with plenty of bone 
and action.”’- 

It is high'y desirable that none but 
the best class of registered stallions 
be used. There are far too many in- 
ferior horses in the country now, and 
if our farmers breed to grade, or cheap 
purebred stallions, no improvement 
will be possible. ‘The hig, sound, ac- 
tive Clydesdale will probabiy give the 
best results on heavy mares, and the 
thoroughbred on good Strong mares of 
the lighter sort. Mares with con- 
Siderab'e warm blood are most desir- 
able for breeding to a Hackney 
coach sta'lion,

Ottawa, Apl §.—Lord Minto received 
aj cable from the casualty depart-

Export Trade in Horses. 

Bradstreets; Moirty-five million 
dollars is a large amount of money to 
be invested in horses by one country 
during a period of only six years; but, 
according to recent English statistics, 
that sum represents the value of the 
horses exported by the United States 
to Great Britain from 1895 to 1901. 
During the single year ending with 
June, 1901, England received from the 
United States record-breaking total of 
75,000 horses, and the entire exports of 
horses for *hat year amounted to near- 
ly $9,000,000. These figures are all the 
more remarkable considering that 
about ten years ago, or in 1891, the ex- 
ports of horses from the United States 
amounted to less than $1,000,000. 


These exportations begaa on a large 
scale in 1895, when over 10,000 horses 
were sent to England. The record for 
1901 was as follows; South Africa, 
37,465; Great Britain, 22,698; Canada, 
8,438; Since 1895 Great Britainalone 
has received from the United Statesan 
average of 50,000 horses annually.

Noxious Weeds. 

Address de'ivered by Mr. T. N. Will- 
ing, Territoria! chief inspector of nox- 
ious weeds, at the agricultural insti- 
tute meeting, recently held under the 
auspices of the Territoria! department 
of agricu'ture and the Fort Saskatche- 
wan agricultural society at Agricola 
and Fort Saskatchewan; 

In his openieg remarks Mr. Will- 
ing said that the spirit of inquiry 
should be encouraged in the old as well 
as in the young. It was not sufli- 
cient to know why a tertain line of 
action should be adopted, but in order 
that the greatest benefit might be de- 
rived from this knowledge jit must be 
applied. It was not enough to know 
that weeds should be destroyed, but 
“why” aod “how.” While people were 
never too old to learm, the knowledge 
Fometimes came too late to prevent 
loss, These failures should be used as 
stepping stones to future successes. 


The speaker took up his subject from 
the standpoint of “why.” The reason 
why a weed ordinance was in existence 
was that some people allowed weeds 
to grow at pleasure and, for the bene- 
fit of all, it was necessary that there 
should be legislative means of compell- 
ing them todestroy what was a menace 
to others. Uniess weeds were eradicat- 
ed they would take the place of a valu- 
able crop. He had never found a good 
market for weeds. Last year one man 
brought to market what he supposed 
to be 75 bushels of wheat, but after 
this was -teaned it only yielded 40 
bushels, the bajance being dirt and 
weed seeds, To illustrate why the sev- 
eral weeds should be known, the speak- 
er went on to say, that he had recent- 


ly heard of a person, who, when he was | 


decorating a church, discovered a nice 
green growth near by which he utilized 
in his task. This happy discovery prov- 
ed to be stink-weed. The same weed 
has frequently been grown in pots and 
flower beds. 

Mr. Willing then showed several 
mounted speciments of weeds, which he 
considered of vital interest to that lo- 
cality. The reasons why  stink-weed 
was such a bad weed was because it 
lived ducing the winter and required 
a very short time in which to mature 
seeds. The seeds germinated at a 
depth of two inches or less. one healthy 
plant would produce 20,000 seeds, so 
that it would pay well for the trouble 
of looking over a field if only one weed 
were found Hare’s Ear Mustard 
made a close second on the Stink Weed. 
Last year it was found that this weed 
lived through the winter, but it did 
not, however, ripen so early and is eas- 
ily killed. Shepherd’s Purse had some 
of the peculiarities of the Stink Weed. 
One of the inspectors reported that it 
crowded out more wheat than the lat- 
ter. It was hard to destroy and one 
plant would produce 50,000 seeds. If 
buried below a depth of one inch it 
would probably not give trouble until 
brought to the surface again. Sinooth 
Mustard had given rather more trou- 
ble than the common Wild Mustard, 
which grows in Ontario and which it 
resembles. False Flax gave consider- 
able trouble; it was a winter annual 
Ball Mustard resembled False Flax in 
that it would live through the winter. 
Tanny Mustard was a native of the 
country and with reasonable care 
would not give much trouble. It was 
a biennial, producing seeds in two 
years and often erroneously called “rag 
weed.” Sometimes it grew as high as 
five feet and interfered with the bin- 
der, its flower was smail and yellow. 
Tumble Mustard sometimes grew to a 
height of three feet and one plant pro- 
duced millions of seeds and then went 
tumbling through the country. It 
was a most prominent weed in South- 
ern Assiniboia. Wild Mustard was 
rough and hairy to the touch. It had 
not given very mach trouble in this 
country as yet. Red-Root or Pigweed 
an angual, was somewhat plentiful in 
gardens and at road sides. Lamb’s 
Quarters probably did more harm than 
many weeds that were classed as nox- 
ious. Sometimes this weed sprang up 
in large quantities after a fire before 
which there had apparently not been 
any seed. The reason for this was 
probavly that the seed had been lying 


dormant before the fire and after 
the scorching of the sod had been 
brought nearer to the surface, thus re- 
veiving the proper conditions for grow- 
th which was stimulated by the potash 
in the ashes, which was specially suit- 
able to the development of this plant. 
The wind might also have brought the 
seed for miles. It was an annual. 
Worm Seed Mustard was a native of 
this country and was bienniel and pro- 
duced large quantities of seeds. Rus- 
sian Thistle was seen to a certain ex- 
81q}] eret Ay “MUL WOOPL 1veU ju} 
weed was prominent it was necessary 
to protect the legs of horses when 
working amongst it.

Wild 
Oats was an annual that was spread- 
ing to a considerable extent in this 
country. in fact, one thresher stated 
that 10 per cert of the oats he thresh- 
ed were Wild Oats. Canada Thistle 
was an old enemy. It was a perennial 
and should, of course, receive different 
treatment from ihe others. Sweet 
Grass was found to be a very trouble- 
some weed but good results have been 
obtained from plowing deeply in June 
and then sowing heavily with barley, 
or oats. P 


Destruction of Weed«. 


While the most effective way of de- 
stroying weeds in Assiniboia is clean 
Summer fallowing of the land, this 
method would not be so well adapted 
to the conditions prevalent in North- 
ern Alberta. Cultivation of the sur- 
face immediately after the removal! of 
a crop, late plowing the following 
Bpriong, and the sowing of a crop for 
green feed would be more suitable for 
wet and cloudy summers. When the 
soil is sufficiently dry to permit it a 
stroke of a }ight harrow or weeder 
over the growing crop, while the grain 
is stil! short and the weeds in the seed 
leaf, would do a vast amount of good. 


The above cultivation applied to the 
destruction of annuals and bienniafs, 
Perennials should be destroyed by pre- 
veoting growth of leaves, and this 
could be effected by frequent surface 
cultivation with a sharp cultivator or 
hoe. The leaves are the stomachs pf 
the plaats in which the assimilation of 
food takes place and without which, 
plants must die, the roots in them, 
selves not being able to retain vitality 
longer than two years. Plants like the 
Canada Thistle should be destroyed 
during the weakest period of their life, 
and this was when the planis were in 
bloom. ‘Tie seeds should never be al- 
lowed to ripen. The weeds should be 
turned deeply under with the plow and 
surface cultivation continued. With 
regard to the matter of weed destruc- 
tion it should be borne in mind that 
the farmer was not only getting rid 
of the weeds, but he was also putting 
his land in the best possible condition 
for a crop. If land were neglected it 
only made it all the more difficult to 
clear it of weeds and the property de- 
preciated rapidly in value. 

‘Vitality of Seeds. 


An experiment had been conducted 
to determine the lengih of time seeds 
might be left in the ground without 
losing their vitality. Various seeds 
were buried for twenty years and out 
of 50 planted) in each case four of Buck- 
wheat, nine of Black Mustard, twevty- 
one of Shepherd’s Purse, twenty-seven 
of Pepper Grass, fourteen of Evening 
Primrose, eight of Dock, three of Chick 
Weed and sixteen of Mullein had germ- 


| inated.

‘The minister of 
militia is deserving great pralse for 
the energy he has put into his work, 
notwithstacding the long time he has 
had to devote to organizing and for- 
warding contingents to South Africa.

The arm. to be turned out was the 
Sir Charles Ross rifle. It had been 
carefully tested by a commission, in- 
cluding Col. Otter, Lt.-Col. Hughes, 
Lt.-Col. Anderson, Col. Gibson and 
others and favorably reported upon. 
On the stregth of that report, it 
had been adopted by the militia de- 
partment, and a contract had been 
entered into with Sir Charles Ross 
for the manufacture of the rifle for 
the Canadian militia. Provisign was 
madre in the contract, however, that 
in case any discovery was made that 
would render the rifle gbselete, he 
ehould be under obligation to manu- 
facture such other rifle as the depart- 
ment might require. ‘The war in 
South Africa had proved that instead 
of being a delicate arm, as was sup- 
posed to be, the Lee-Enfield was a 
serviceable, strong rifle, and now in- 
stead of waiting till Central Armour- 
ies were erected the rifle would be is- 
sued at once to ali the general bat- 
talions to be stored in ordinary com- 
pany armories. He was now sorry 
he had not done this before. 

It was possible to have in this coun- 
try, he said, a very effective defensive 
force at very little more expenditure 
than the present outlay. This would 
be gone, as explained already, on the 
lines of interesting al! classes of citi- 
zens in rifle shooting, and thus bring- 
ing them out to meet the militia. It 
would bring in a body of young men 
well equipped and expert at the use 
of the rifle. - Z 

When all the propos:d reforms and 
improvements have been carried out, 
said the minister, in conclusion, we 
would have in Canada a force amply 
sufficient to protect the country from 
any trouble within, and, with the aid 
of the mother country, to do its part 
in successfully resisting any foreign 
invasion. (Applause.) 

Replying to Mr. Fowler, who advo- 
cated an advance oi twenty-five cents 
a day to men turning out to annual 
camps, Dr. Borden said he thought the 
money would be better spent as he 
intended to spend ii, on supplying free 
ammunition to the corps in order to 
promote rifle shooting. This would 
do more for the efficiency of the force 
than giving the men extra remunera- 
tion for tie time spent in annual drill. 

Mr. Fowler advocated strongly more 
efficiency «nd less fuss and feathers. 
He thouzbt a little of the 
sort of knowledge shown by 
the Boers would do more good 
than parade movements and pipe 
clay, the abolitign of which he fay- 
ored. The object should be to make 
the men good shots and on the other 
hand to get good officens the service
